The Angels' Message 


To dispel their fears and per- 


plexity there came this message

the Son of man must be delivered 
up Into the hands of sinful men, 
and be crucified, and the third day 
rise again. And they remembered 


i words, and returned from the

the eleven, and to all the rest." 


No more significant news ever 


sroke upon human ears than these 
words, "Why seek ye the living 
among the dead? He is not here, 
but is risen." Then our Christian 
dead are not in cemeteries but 
alive and risen with him as he 
said! Our Lord had never men- 
tioned his crucifixion to his dis- 
ciples without also fortelling his 
resurrection on the third day. 
(Matt. 16:21; 17:22, 22; 20:18, 19). 
How much of their trouble and 
ours comes from not remember- 
ing his word! How strange it is 
that Jesus' 
friends forgot this 


word of their Master while his 
enemies remembered it and took 
steps to avert it. Why should in- 
fidels so often be better posted 
on the Bible than disciples? 


The Apostles Disbelieved 


Far from fabricating the resur- 


rection story the disciples refused 
to accept it until convinced by the 
testimony of their own eyes and 
ears. 
"These words appeared in 


their sight as idle talk; and they 
disbelieved them-" But Peter and 
John arose 
and ran 
to 
the 


tomb and saw for themselves. Of 
Peter it is said, "he departed to 
his home, wondering at that which 
was come to pass," Of John it is 
said "he saw and believed." (John 
20:8.) 
Even Thomas' doubt was 


overcome a week later and turned 
unto the faith that cried out uMy 
Lord my God." Thus the resurrec- 
tion is the foundation of our faith, 
and, as Paul says, without it "Your

It takes time for the food to b* 
reduced to a proper kind of a math 


In the stomach, and !t Is thrown Into 
the Intestine only In small amounts. 
The last part of a mixed meal leaves 
the stomach about six hours after it 
Is Ingested. It Is probably not com- 
pletely assimilated from the Intestine 
for 24 hours. 
The body has many 


places for storing food which may 
not be used for many hours or days 
after storage has taken place. 


QUESTIONS FROM READERS 
A. P.: "I am troubled a good deal 


with bad breath. I have a bad taste 
In the back of my throat that I 
think comes from a drip from the 
nasal passages. Could this be 
catarrh, and Is there a nose douche 
or gargle I could try?" 


Answer: It bos recently been sug- 


gested that ohloramine In the form 
of chlorazlne tablets, five grains dis- 
solved In half a glass of water, as 
a mouth wash. Is beneficial for bad 
breath. It might also work aa a 
nasal douche. 
J believe, however, 


that you are more likely to get sat- 
isfaction by having an opinion fron> 
a regular nose and throat man.
